SCHOOL REPORT. 


In presenting this, my Fourth Annual Report of Schools, 
allow me to say that, as a whole, I am of the opimion that our 
schools have not made as much advancement as they ought to 
have made. In some districts there has been a decided improve- 
ment, while in others we could discover hardly any atall. In 
some instances this may have been partially the fault of the teach- 
ers; but it seems to me to be, to a great extent, the fault of the 
Prudential Committees. I find from the registers returned that 
there has not been interest enough shown by any Prudential Com- 
mittee, either in school or teacher, to visit any school in our town 
during the past year. There has, however, been an increased 
number of visits by parents and citizens. Prudential Commit- 
tees have also been very remiss in notifying the Supt. Cemmittee 
of the commencement and closing of their schools. Some of the 
teachers have been very careless in filling out and returning to me 
their registers.. I have found only three correctly filled out thus 
far, one for both terms by the same teacher, the other two, one 
term each, being, however, the only term taught by them. I 
will not weary you with comments on schools or teachers, but 
will merely say that the schools in Districts No. 1, 2&9, 3, 3, 
8 (in summer), 10 and 12 have been very fortunate in their 
choice of teachers, and have made good progress. I was unable 
to visit No. 8 at the close of the winter term, but have no doubt 
that the school was a success. No. 1, also, I did not visit at the 
close of the winter term, as I was out of town; but from the ap- 
pearance of the school at its commencement, and that of the 
teacher, I have no doubts of its success. The school in No. 2 
& 9, during the winter term, has been very much broken from 
sickness, death, and other causes, and did not appear as well as

usual at its close. I think the school in No. 10 is our best school, 
both in scholarship and deportment. Nos. 6 and Yi were not 
visited by me at the close of the winter term, not having had any 
notice of it. In No. A, the teacher seemed to have tried her best, 
but, on the whole, the school was not a success. I think there is 
fault with both scholars and parents in this district. 

The whole amount of school.money for 1878, was $1,150. 
The expenditure of this amount of money should be well looked 
after by those to whom it is intr usted. I would advise, where 
practicable, the hiring of the same teacher for the school year. 
For a better understanding of the status of the schools, I would 
refer you to the tabular report on the 11th page. I will also give 
the ‘*Roll of Honor” for the past year, being the names of all 
those who have not been absent or tardy, as follows:
